The organization, a branch of which 


will be organized tonight^ is made up 
of both employes and employers. A 
few days ago in Chicago Senator-elect 
Depew of New .York made on ad- 
dress before the 
members of the 


league. 


The leagne is the natural outgrowth 


of that class of political agitation 
which continually howls at railroads 
as the robbers and oppressors of the 
elect. The continual cry for legisla 
tiou which will impose severe condi- 
tions upon the railroads has aroused 
the railroad employe to the fact that 
if he does not make an effort to keep 
those sort of law makers out of legisla- 
tive bodies his occupation will be 
gone. The railroad employe has come 
to recognize the fact that legislation 
which reduces the earning power ol 
the railroad companies reduces in a 
like measure the ability of the cor. 
poratiou to pay living wages. They 
have come to believe that the laws 
which aie aimed at the railroad cor- 
porations 
hit the 
employes with 


greater force than they do the r 
object of attack. To protect them, 
salves the employes are therefore com' 
polled to get into politics in an organ- 
ized way. They want to prevent the 
election to the legislature of the state 
and the Congress of the nation ot 
those men who are anxious to dis- 
tinguish themselves by being opposed 
to railroads. 
They know and ap" 


predate the fact that if the laws make 
it difficult for railroads to earn money 
or reduce the amount of money that 
can bo named, one of the first things 
to follow will be the reduction of 
wages. They know that if the rail, 
road corporations can make money 
there will be leas complaint about pay- 
ing living wages to the employes. 
That is the reason they are organizing 
politically. J They have come to recog 
nize the fact that they will be a power 
in 
politics. 
In the United States 


there are over 850,000 people ^directly 
engaged in working for railroad com. 
panies. In the state of Illinois there 
are 86,000 men in that class of labor. 
During the last 10 days there have 
been about 20 new branches of the 
leagne formed, with a membership o' 
about 30,000 railroad men, and the or- 
ganization is to be actively pushec 
until if possible every railroad man in 
the state is a member. That their 
position is correct to the effect that 
the wages of the employes is the first 
thing to suffer when the railroad com- 
panies cannot make money, the league 
quotes the language of the Illinois rail 
road commissioners, when in Septem- 
ber last that body refused to reduce 
the live stock rates as follows: 


"The annual report of this board 


shows that, for the year ending June 
30, 1897, there was a total decrease in 
the revenues of the roads, in all de- 
partments, in Illinois, of ?2,338,541. 
The result of this decrease in receipts 
affected more materially the employes 
of the roads than anyone elso, because 
the records show that the decrease in 
the amount of salaries paid was over 
11,000,000. 


This report further shows that, 


while there was a decrease in the 
earnings of the roads of almost $2,500, - 
000, a decrease in the number of em. 
ployes of more than 3000, a decrease 
in the salaries paid to the employes 
of over fl, 000,000, that the amount of 
freight carried was increased by 19,314 
tons, which is evidence that a larger 
amount of business was done by the 
railroads with a less number of em- 
ployes. '' 


Every railroad man of the city, rc- 


gardless of his position, is urged to he 
present at the meeting tonight The 
league is not to help any political 
party, but is to benefit the railroad 
men.

Reach Apeement 


AT THE CAPITAL 


After Long Conference the 
Parties Came to Decision 


SCALE TO STAND UNTIL 1900 


A Pcrminent Settlement Will be 


Brought About by Arbitration- 


Rules as to Pick and Machine 


Men in the Various IllinoU 


Mines—Agreement Ratified. 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL., March 10. 


—There «ill be no miners' strike in 
Illinois this year. 


The miners and the operators have 


come to an agreement 
After an all- 


day effort to reach an amicable settle- 
ment of their differences, which re- 
sulted fruitlessly, the miners' and 
operators' scale committee came to- 
gether for a final session at 10 o'clock 
last night. They reached a compromise 
on the following lines: 


All pick men to 
continue work 


under the scale of 1898 and remain at 
work until May 1, 1900, under that 
scale. 


Machine men to continue under the 


present scale till April 1, 1899. 


Meantime a board of seven arbi- 


trators—throe appointed by the miuarv, 
three by the operators, and thaw six 
to name the seventh—will meet and 
arrange a permanent settlement of the 
scale question. 


The above agreement will be sub- 


mitted and ratified by the joint con- 
ference. 


Ratification. 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL., March 10.— 


The joint convention of coal operators 
and miners was concluded this morn- 
ing with tho adoption of the /agree- 
ment and scale reported by the joint 
committee. It ratifies tho Pittsbnrg 
agreement to remain in effect uiiti' 
March SI, 1900, the machine diifer- 
eutial to bo fixed by arbitration. The 
scale is substantially the same as last 
year. The price at Virden and Pana 
is left at 40 cents. The operators of 
the Virdon district some days ago gave 
notice that they would not be bound 
by the agreement. It is understood 
that the operators and miners there 
will call on the state board of arbitra- 
tion to fix the price.

It is 
a pity that as much cannot be said for 
this country, as attention to details of 
this sort goes far to make up the dainty 
refinements of home life. 


The "household" lettering is- really 


sll that is required in order to mark 
one's linen simply and beautifully, and 
to do these letters satisfactorily re- 
quires hardly any practice. The prin- 
cipal stitches employed are outline of 
a very fine and even quality—long and 
short stitch, buttonhole stitch, French 
knots, satin, stitch, feather stitch nnd 
seed stitch. 


Table linen looks best in pure tvhite. 


For towels, red, white, blue, or a mix- 
ture^of any two is suitable. In "house- 
hold" lettering tlio effect depends en- 
tirely upon the care; with which the 
work is done. Little details should be 
attended to. 
Xo matter how the 


stitches may be worked, if the letter is 
stamped on the cloth in a careless 
slovenly way the effect incompletely 
ruined, and if well stamped and poorly 
worked the effect is the same. Neat- 
ness and exactness should be the motto,

or a tablecloth is in this country. It is 
a pity that as much cannot be said for 
this country, as attention to details of 
this sort goes far to make up the dainty 
refinements of home life. 


The "household" lettering is really 


all that is required in order to mark 
one's linen simply and beautifully, and 
to do these letters satisfactorily re- 
quires hardly any practice. The prin- 
cipal stitches employed are outline ot 
a very fine and even quality—long and 
ehort stitch, buttonhole stitch, French 
knots, satin stitch, feather stitch and 
seed stitch. 


Table linen looks best in pure white, 


For towels, red, white, blue, or a mix- 
ture of any two is suitable. In "house- 
hold" Iqttering the i-flect depends en- 
tirely upon the care with which the 
work is done. Little details should be 
attended to.

Than Than There Has Been 


For the Past Five Years. 


The indications are that Decatur is

Croker states 
that before the outbreak took place 
the soldiers to whom he had been 
speaking frequently explained to him: 
" Wo can not stand it much longer." 
Croker added that in firing upon the 
Americans tho Filipinos wished to see 
how much the Americans would stand. 


John Barrett, formerly American 


minister to Siam, at Hong Kong, 
addressed a special dispatch to the 
Associated Press, in which he speaks 
of the form of government which 
should prevail, and said :

league. 


Tha league is the natural outgrowth 


of that class of political agitation 
which continually howls at railroads 
as the robbers and oppressors of the 
elect. The continual cry for legisla" 
tion which will impose severe condi- 
tions upon the railroads has aroused 
the railroad employe to the fact that 
if he does not make au effort to keep 
those sort of law makers out of legisla- 
tive bodies his occupation will be 
gone. The railroad employe has come 
to recognize the fact that legislation 
which reduces the earning power of 
the railroad companies reduces in a 
like measure the ability of the cor. 
poratiou to pay living wages. They 
have come to believe that the laws 
which aie aimed at the railroad cor- 
porations 
hit tho employes with 


greater force than they do the rcu, 
object of attack. To protect them, 
selves the employes are.therefore com- 
pelled to get iiito politics in an organ- 
ized way. They want to prevent the 
election to the legislature of the state 
and the Congress of the nation ot 
those men who are anxious to dis- 
tinguish themselves by being opposed 
to railroads. 
They know and ap" 


preciate the fact that if the laws make 
it difficult for railroads to earn money 
or reduce the amount of money that 
can be earned, one of tha first things 
to follow will bo the reduction of 
wages. They know that if the rail, 
road corporations can make mouey 
there will be less complaint about pay- 
ing living wages to the employes. 
That is the reason they are organizing 
politically.; They have come to recog 
nize the fact that they will be a power 
in 
politics. 
In the United States 


there are over 850,000 people ^directly 
engaged in working for railroad coin, 
panics. In the state of Illinois there 
are SO, 000 meu in that class of labor. 
During the last 10 days there havo 
been about 20 new branches of the 
league formed, with a membership o' 
about 30,000 railroad men, and the or 
gauization is to be actively pnshec 
until if possible every railroad man in 
the state is a member. That their 
position is correct to the effect that 
tho wages of the employes is the first 
thing to suffer when the railroad com- 
panies cannot make mouoy, the league 
quotes the language of the Illinois rail" 
road commissioners, when in Septem- 
ber last that body refused to reduce 
tha live stock rates as follows: 


"The annual report of this board 


shows that, for the year ending June 
30, 1897, there was a total decrease in 
the revenues of the roads, in all de- 
partments, in Illinois, of ?2,338,541. 
The result of this decrease in receipts 
affected more materially the employes 
of tha roads than anyone else, because 
the records show that tho decrease in 
the amount of salaries paid was over 
11,000,000. 


This report further shows that, 


while there was a decrease in tho 
earnings of the roads of almost $2,500, 


000, 
a decrease in the number of em. 


ployes of more than 3000, a decrease 
in the salaries paid to tho employes 
of over $1,000,000, that tho amount of 
freight carried was increased by 19,314 
tons, which is evidence that a larger 
amount of business was done by the 
railroads with a less number of em' 
ployes." 


Every railroad man of the city, re- 


gardless of his position, is urged to be 
present at the meeting tonight The 
league is not to help any political 
party, but is to benefit the railroad 
men.

Bryan argument Under tho present 
policy every dollar is as good as every 
other dollar for debt paying purposes. 
Thii hai been so since the resumption 
of specie payment, and under these 
conditions, during that time, millions 
of bonds have been paid in money 
other than gold. What the free silver- 
ite desires ii to force the silver dollar 
down by free coinage to its intrinsic 
value, when it would be a cheap dollar, 
and then pay the bonds with it under 
the "coin" provision. 


Taking the fakir's error that the 


bond* are made payable in gold dollars 
containing 23.22 grains of gold or in 
silrer dollars containing 371.25 grains 
of silver, as a reminder, which is all 
it is worth, the government, so far 
a* the proTiiion for payment in •' com'' 
ii concerned, might reduce the amount 
of gold in a gold dollar one half and 
call it a dollar and pay the bonds off 
in inch dollars. 
This might be a 


legitimate transaction, but it would 
be a dishonest transaction ; bnt it is 
no more dishonest than advocating 
the payment of ttho bonds in silver 
which under free coinage would not 
to worth a dollar.

"canine" teeth of men are like those 
of the carnivorous animal, acd that 
this is an indication that man is an 
omnivorous animal. This is notcorrect. 
These are mot canine leetth, strictly 
speaking, fz be sure, t.vey arc seme- 
whnt pointed, but they are flat also—- 
flat ana pointed, and not round anj 
pointed, like those of the carnivorous 
cnimals. 


The grass-eating animals have sev- 


eral stomachs—from tv.'o 1o 5ve—and 
long intestines, especially adapted to 
the digestion of grass. They have als» 
Cat-topped teeth for grinding. 


Tbe fruit-eating animals are the only 


ones that resemble man. They have 
only one stomach, and a medium length 
alimentary canal, half-way 
between 


that of the carnivorous aad the gra^s* 
eating classes.

to man are the monkey ar.d the ape, 
They are fruit-eaters. 


No meat-eating animal in the worlfl 


has the horizontal movement of tlis 
lower jaw in eating as man has.
